The  following  order  of  the  Preiident,  received 
from  the  Department  of  State,  ia  promulgated  for 
the  information  and  government  of  all  .  flicers  in 
th.  military  service  whom  It  may  concern :

Washington,  December  17,  1864. 
The  President  direct,  that,  except  immigrant 
pasaengera  directly  entering  an  American  port  by 
iea,  henceforth  no  Uaveler  shall  be  allowed  to 
enter  the  United  States  from  a  foreign  country 
without  a  passport.  If  a  eitilan,  the  passport 
must  be  from  this  Department,  or  from  aome 
United  8tatea  minister  or  conaul  abroad ;  and  if 
an  alien,  from  the  competent  authority  of  hla  own 
country  i  the  pa»sport  to  be  cmntersigned  by  a 
diplon  atic  agent  or  conaul  of  the  United  Slates. 
This  regulation  is  Intended  to  apply  especially  to 
per.on.  propo.ing  to  enme  to  the  United  St.te. 
from  the  neighboring  Britilh  I'rovince.     I",  ob- 
servance will  be  etrictly  enforced  by  all  oftirer., 
civil  military  and  naval,  in  the  .ervice  of  the 
United  States,   and  the  Sute  and  Municipal 
au  boritie.  arc  reque.ted  to  aid  In  Its  exeoution. 
It  ia  expected,  however,  tbat  no  immigrant  pas- 
senger, coming  In  manner  aforesaid,  will  be  ob- 
structed, or  any  other  persons  who  may  set  out 
on  their  way  hither  before  intelligence  of  this 
regulation  could  reaaonahly  be  rxpeoted  to  reach 
the  country  from  wbich  tbey  may  have  started.

LINCOLN'S    DEATH  IN  ENGLAND 

Oar  European  telegram*-  give  us  the  fir«i 
intimation  of  public  feeling  in  England  on 
the  reoeipt  of  the  intelligence  of  the 
nation  of  President  Lineoln.  A  more  sincere 
expression  of  sorrow  by  the  public  press 
was  not  exhibited  by  even  the  journals  ol 
New  York.  Prom  the  Times  down— enemies 
as  well  as  friends  of  the  present  administra- 
tion at  Washington — all  vied  with  eaoh  other 
in  their  expression  of  grief,  and  all,  without 
exception,  burst  forth  into  eulogies  of  the 
dead  President.  The  House  of  Commons 
presented  an  address  of  sympathy  and  condo- 
lence) to  the  American  Minister  in  London, 
and  the  Mayor  of  Liverpool  called  together  a 
public  meeting  to  express  the  sorrow  and  in- 
dignation which  filled  the  breasts  of  all— 
from  the  merchant  on  the  Stock  Exchange 
to  the  porter  at  the  docks.  The  deepest 
mourning  seemed  to  prevail  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  country ;  every

great  national  loss. 

Thus  was  the  news  received  of  Abraham 
Lincoln's  death.     What   prouder  tribute 
could  be  paid  to  the  memory  of  a  great 
man  *   The  murder  of  all  the  kings  on  the 
European  oontinent  would  not  have  touched 
the  chord  of  England's  humanity,  as  did  this 
American  catastrophe.    Truly  "  blood  is 
thicker  than  water ;"  and  however  much  the 
press  and  publie  men  of  England  may  occa- 
sionally ezohange  retorts  and  threats  with 
their  transatlantic  cousins,  we  find  at  the 
bottom  of  all  the  bluster  of  both  nations  a 
fellow-feeling  that  makes  a  great  calamity 
to  either  a  source  of  oommon  griel.  It  is 
on  such  lamentable  occasions  as  these  that 
we  get  a  glimpse  of   that  deep-seated 
sympathy     whioh     is     always  ready 
to    display    itself  in    the    moment  of 
trial— that  calls  from  the  American  peo 
pie,  in  the  English  operatives'  distress,  pro- 
visions and  money  for  the  needy  ;  and  that 
throws  Oreat  Britain  into  mourning,  on  the 
death  of  the  Chiof  Magistrate  of  the  Repub 
lio.   All  the  ignorant  diatribes  of  the  New 
York  Herald  and  all  the  polished  blundering 
of  the  London  Times  sink  below  the  surface 
in  suoh  momenta.    The  finer  feelings  of 
Anglo-Saxon  human   nature  are   in  the 
ascendant,  and  the  little  stock-in-trade  or  in- 
ternational   mischief  makers  undergoes 
ruinous]  depreciation.   It  is  in  vain  that  the 
Time*  points  out  the  United  States  as  a 
country  influenced  by  no  other  than  sordid  or 
aggrandizing  motives— the  plain,  blunt  Eng 
lithman  sees  a  nation,  while  in  the  throes  of 
civil  war,  with  all  its  energies  concentrated 
in  crushing  a  mighty  rebellion,  stretehiog 
forth  its  charitable  hand  to  relieve  the 
poverty-stricken     masses    of  Lancashire 
There    te   nothing   perplexing   or  intri- 
cate in  this  ;  it  is  an  set  that  goes  home 
clearly  and  satisfactorily  to  the  most  obtuse 
—an  act  that  shows,  however  much  the  Gov- 
ernments of  the  respective  ooantries  may 
quarrel  and  diplomatise,  there  te  nothing  be« 
tween  the  people  but  kindness  and  good  will 
On  the  other  hand  the  New  York  Herald  may 
rave  of  English  hatred  to  America  and  her 
institutions;   but  the  citizen  of  Boston  or 
New  York  does  not  limit  his  horison  to 
the  views  of  a  sensational  newspaper,  but  ex- 
tends his  range  across  the  Atlantic,  and  be 
holds  a  whole  nation  shaken  to  its  centre  on 
the  news  of  the  death  of  his  own  great  repub 
lican  ruler. 

Nothing  will  tend  to  heal  up  the  difficulties 
between  the  two  countries  more  than  this 
ebullition  of  English  feeling.  It  will  si 
to  the  American  that  a  great  sympathetic 
heart  beats  beneath  the  rough  exterior  of 
John  Bull,  and  that  with  all  his  monarchical 
predilections  he  is  a  fervent  admirer  of  that 
great  man  who  but  recently  ruled  a  mighty 
nation  by  virtue  of  no  higher  grace  than  the 
popular  will,  and  who  bore  no  nobler  esout 
oheon  than  an  unsullied  life.  The  death  of 
Lincoln, as  we  have  already  said,  is  a  oalamity 
almost  as  deeply  regretted  in  England  as  in 
the  United  States,  and  as  a  common  loss  or 
misfortune  te  oftentimes  the  healer  up  of  dif- 
ficulties, let  ns  hope  that  all  the  bitterness 
and  heartburnings  engendered  by  iuoidents 
out  of  the  recent  civil  war  will  be 
I  fa  this  unity  of  feeling.  At  no  time  in 
the  history  of  either  country  was  there  ever  the 
same  necessity  for  amicable  relations  between 
the  two ;  for  every  year  has  been  drawing  the 
nations  closer  in  the  bonds  of  commerce,  and 
making  tbem  more  and  more  dependent  on  each 
other.  Not  alone,  however,  is  the  connect 
inf  link  one  of  trade.  There  is  a  growing 
affinity  between  England  and  Amerioa  in  their 
political  relations.  Every  year  sees  the  former 
becoming  more  democratic,  and  the  latter 
1  conservative.  The  rapid  advance  of  fa- 
ience among  the  working  classes  of 
Oreat  Britain  te  beginning  to  produce  its 
effect  in  the  desire  for  franchise  extension, 
and  the  cause  as  well  as  the  concomitants  of 
the  civil  war  havetanght  the  Americans  the 
necessity  of  having  a  stronger  Exeeutive  and 
a  more  centralized  power.  We  can  indeed  see 
•  time  in  toe  not  far  distant  future  when  the 
political  condition  of  both  countries  will  differ 
only  in  the  name

The  cultivation  of  the  cotton  plant  has  not 
extended  amongst  us,  as  at  one  time  we 
hoped  it  would  do.  Not  even  the  woaderfal 
advance  in  price  caused  by  the  American 
war  has  availed  to  stimulate  our  agricultu- 
rists to  depart  from  tbeir  beaten  traek  of 
wheat  and  maixe.  We  bava  contented  our- 
selves with  producing  the  finest  sample  of 
cotton*  ever  exhibited  at  an  International 
Exhibition,  and  have  left  the  world  to  wundor 
at  the  resources  of  our  soil,  and  at  tha  sin- 
gular perseverance  with  which  wa  allow 
those  resources  to  lie  idle. 

But  if  tbe  true  cotton'  plant  has  cot  flour- 
ished muoh  with  us,  there  is  another  shrub 
which  goes  popularly  by  tbe  name  of  tbe 
native  cotton,"  which  has  spread  itself 
very  widely.  It  is  not  really  a  cotton  plant 
at  all,  but  it  bas  obtained  tbat  name  from 
the  silky  fibre  tbat  is  produced  in  tbe  pod. 
It  is  not  really  native  to  the  oolony,  but 
when  and  whence  it  waa  imported,  we  can- 
not say,  probably  from  the  Islands.  It  bas 
spread  so  widely,  however,  as  to  be  consider- 
ed rather  a  nuisance  than  otherwise. 

Tho  quantity  of  gold  dust  imported  into 
tbe  Sydney  Branch  of  tha  Royal  Mint,  from 
the  first  of  Jannary  to  the  twenty  •first,  for 
tbe  purpose  of  coinage,  amonnted  to  53,049 
ounces.  Tbe  coiu  issued  during  tbe  same 
period  has  been  124.000  sovereigns.  For 
tbe  corresponding  period  of  tbe  year  1804, 
the  receipts  of  gold  dust  amounted  to  22.216 
ounces,  and  the  coin  issued  consisted  of 
58,000  sovoreigos. 

The  amount  of  gold  dust  delivered  by  tbe 
escorts  from  our  several  gold  fields  during 
the  first  three  weeks  ut  the  present  year,  has 
been  as  follows :  Western,  6,800  ounces  ; 
Southern,  10,289  ounces  ;  Northern, .  370 
ounces.    Total,  17,415  ounces. 

Melbourne  papers  to  February  1st,  con* 
tain  full  partiouiars  of  tbe  doings  of  tbe 
Shenandoah,  and  her  commander  and  oraw. 
Tba   Shenandoah  (formerly  tbe  Sea  King, 
as  is  evidenced  by  tbe  name  still  dimly  per- 
ceptible under  tbe  fresh  paint  on  the  stern), 
entered  Melbourne  harbor  on  tbe  25th  of 
January,  flying  tha  Confederate  flag,  and 
anchored  at  easy  distanoe  off  Sandridge  pier. 
The  emigration  officer  was  the  only  visitor 
admitted  on  board  that  evening,  but  tbe  next 
day,  and  the  two  following  days,  tba  pirate 
waa  eompletely  overrun  with  visitors,  among 
tbem  many  ladies.   A  large  number  of  pri- 
soners, taken  from  tbe  twelve  or  thirteen 
vessels  destroyed  were  on  board,  among  them 
several  ladiae.  Tbe  Shenandoah  is  described 
aa  a  soiew  steamer,  of  1160  gross  tonnage, 
with  engines  of  240  horse  power,  and  having 
tho  general  appearance  of  a  peaceful  mer- 
chantman.  She  consumes  her  smoke  so  as 
to  make  it  very  difficult  at  a  distance  to  dis- 
cover that  aba  is  a  steamer.    Her  armanent 
consists  of  sight  rifled  Whit  worth  guns.  She 
is  commanded  by  Captain   Waddell,  who 
holds  the  naval  raak  or  Lieutenant,  and  tbe 
following  is  tbe  list  of  tha  officers  :  James 
Waddell,  Lieutenant  commanding  j  W.  O.

The  news  of  the  assassination  was  pub- 
lished throughout  England  on  tha  26th  April. 
Southern  sympathisers  evinced  as  much  feel  • 
ing  and  indignation  aa  the  warmest  frien<'s  of 
tbe  North.  It  was  the  all  absorbing  topio  of 
conversation,  and  eausad  an  almost  entire 
suspension  of  business,  particularly  in  Li  v- 
erpool. 

Consols  declined  nearly  one  per  cent,  but 
rallied  slightly. 

Wednesday,  the  20th,  waa  the  only  day  or 
session  in  Parliament.  The  attendance  was 
slim,  sixty  members  were  present.  All 
signed  the  following  addreas,  which  waa  pre- 
sented to  Minister  Adams  the  same  evening  : 
"  We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Com- 
mons, have  learned  with  tba  deepest  regret 
and  horror  tbat  President  Lincoln  has  been 
deprived  of  life  by  an  act  of  violence,  and  we 
desire  to  express  our  sympathy  at  so  sad  an 
event  to  the  American  Minister  now  in  Lon- 
don, aa  well  as  declare  our  hope  and  confi- 
dence in  the  future  of  tbat  great  country, 
whioh  we  trnst  will  continue  to  be  associated 
with  freedom  and  peaceful  relations  with  this 
and  other  countries." 

Nbw  Yobe,  May  •,— Tha  Liverpool  Post 
of  April  27tb,  appeared  with  its  columns  in 
mourning.  Tbe  Times  says  nothing  in  poli- 
tical history  can  ba  remembered  that  bas 
drawn  forth  mora  unanimous  feeling,  than 
the  news  of  the  asMSsioation.  Personally, 
President  Lincoln  enjoyed  tba  kind  regards 
of  every  one  in  England.  The  extent  to 
which  hie  influence  was  exerted  in  uphold- 
amicable  feelings  between  the  United 
States,  is  shown  by  the  fall  of  unusual  sever 
ity  in  all  olasses  of  the  securities.  The  Times 
says  editorially,  that  tbe  news  will  be  rs 
ceived  throughout  Europe  with  sorrow  as 
sincere  and  profound  as  it  aweka  even  in 
tbe  United  States. 

Tbe  Daily  News  says  Lineoln  has  not 
fallen  in  tbe  flush  of  triumph,  for  no  thought 
of  triumph  was  in  that  honest  nan's  heart. 
His  task  was  accomplished,  tbe  battle  of  bis 
lire  was  won.  In  all  time  to  oome ,  among 
all  who  think  of  manhood  more  than  rank, 
the  name  of  Abraham  Lincoln  will  be  held 
in  reverence.  Tbe  Sior  pays  a  warm  tribute 
to  Lincoln — ealogixea  his  steady  policy  of 
peace,  spite  of  all  opposition  towards  Eng 
land,  and  also  expresses  great  confidence 
tbat  tbe  North,  even  in  tbe  hour  of  its  first 
indignation,  will  demean  itself  with  tbe  mag- 
nanimity and  clemency  which  thus  far  at- 
tended its  triumph.

The  Sba  Sbrpebt  Aoaib.— Capt.  Chas. 
Aubin,  of  the  Blonde,  of  Jersey,  recently 
arrived  in  tha  St.  Katharine  Docks,  Ljndon, 
from  Vermin  Tas*  with  ebony,  bar  wood, 
palm  kernels,  etc,  part  of  tha  oargo  shipped 
by  Da  Chaila,  reports  as  follows  i  "  Septem- 
ber 4,  1804,  lying  at  anohor  three  miles  off 
the  river  Vermin  Vaa,  lat.  lit  S.,  long.  9  E., 
at  abont  7.15,  p.m.,  notieed  on  the  port  quar- 
ter along  white  streak  ot  great  length,  ap- 
proaching tbe  ship.  When  within  twelve  or 
fifteen  feet  of  the  vessel's  bow,  observed  tbat 
it  was  a  fish  of  immense  length,  at  least  2<>0 
to  250  feat,  apparently  in  shape  like  an  eel, 
and  abont  three  feet  thick  in  the  body.  The 
fish  moved  with  an  undulating  motion  against 
the  onrrent,  moving  very  slowly,  and  without 
noise.  It  was  witnessed  by  myself  and  tbe 
whole  ot  the  crew.1' 

Disastrous  Fibb  at  Constantinople. — 
Tha  Levant  Herald  ot  Fab.  22nd,  gives  an 
account  of  a  terrible  fire  whioh  broke  out  at 
the  Reman  Catholio  convent  of  St.  Benoit, 
Galata,  on  tbe  20th,  and  spreading  to  ad- 
joining buildings,  destroyed  in  all  forty-two 
bousaa  and  four  shops,  besides  doing  a  great 
atununt  of  damage  to  the  eonvent.  During 
tbe  fire  a  high  wall  fall,  crushing  beneath  it 
a  large  number  of  firemen  and  citizens.  The 
total  number  of  victims  is  believed  to  exceed 
one  hundred.  Among  tbe  killed  was  Ibra.
